UNDAUNTED BY ILLNESS.

Mr. Taylor did not relate how he had
left n sickbed, journeyed to Harriabure,
while suffering from typhold fever, and
pleaded permonally with the then Gov-
ernor Tener to sign the billa pasped by
the Legirlature, He succeoded In getting
the executive mignature to the bills, so
necessary for the larger development of
the hlgh-apeed transit plans.

Funds for the preliminary work and the
initial  contracts were ohbtalned from
Counclls only through the display of mas-
terly tact by Mre. Taylor, He quite out-
mansuversd the ring in control of the
local legislative body,

"On March 8, 1018, Councils, at our re-
quest, approved the holding of a special
electlon to obtaln the aswent of the elec-
tora to an increaso In the city’'s indebted-
neas of $45,000,000 for the starting of ae-
tual subway construction, It was in the |
work of getting informoation of the need
of the new high-specd lines before the
publie that the Department of City Transit
owes its debt of gratitude to patriotio
nowspapara of Philadeiphin. The special
election was held on April 8, 195, and
rapld translt won out by m vole of 645
An against 4110

“Two ordinancen subsequently were
passed by Councile One nappropriated
F.000,000 for the construction work on the ]
Broad street subway, and one appropri-
nted an equal amount for the Frankford
line, Both ordinances were npproved on
July 2, 1815, and the Department of City
Transit immedintely advertined for bids.”

Before Mr. Taylor 1t the contracts
there came ncross his path that familinr
obstruction, the “taxpayer's sult.” Here
the Director of Clity Transit carried his
portmanteau to City Solicitor Miechael J,
Ryan. He begged the City Solicitor to
help him clear away this last bharricade.
Mr. Taylor, commeonting upon his recep-
tlon and subsequent developments, sald:
T want to say that, when it came to the
pinch, 1 found Mr. Ryan true blue in the
olty's interests. No sooner did Mr. Ryan
defeat thism Nnal obstruction in the courta
than I let the first contracts, and on Sep-
tember 11, 1M5, saw the snolusl start of
digging the new subways. Hats off to
Mr. Ryan. He waa at his post when he
WaAs most needed.’”’

PRAIEE FOR HELPING.

Concerning the support he had recelved
along the way in hia great three-year
fight Mr. Taylor sald: “Only & small man
would give niggardly praise to such sup-
port as I have received, Men have risen
wbove partisan feeling In the successive
stepa taken to this public benefit. Let
me put It this way: 1 have had the most
hearty and generous support of Mayor
Blankenburg and all his department
hendn, which {8 understood; of the best
elemants In Counclla; of Mr. Ryan, the
Clty Solleitor; of Governor Tener, and of
memhbers of the Leglalature. All wera
necded; and, without the help of any one
of theme men at the time I mought their
nid, nothing would have bwen &ocom-
plished. 1 make full acknowledgments."

The future of the comprehensive plan
for rapid-transit, which Includes the de-
livery loop, the construction of lines to
Darby and Roxborough, Mr. Taylor de-
clores, Inrgely hinges on the pnasing of
the conatitutionn]l amendment this fall
Fio sayvs n favorable vote will unahackle
Philadelphla financlally, and provide the
‘neceswary funds for all the new high-
speed Unen, and the dellvery loop as well.

TRUSTS IN VOTERS.

“l venture the average citizsen will ses
the vital impurtance of having the right
sort of a man in City Hall 1o administer
the future,”” he concluded “1 do not
favor an Independent operalor for the
new lines, unless the management of
the exlsting lines refuses to doal falrly
by the city. But there should be no tom-
foolery; nothing short of a joint use of
the old surface aystemn and the new high-
speed lines for one -cent fare strikes me
ps equitable. And the eity should be
safe-guarded s0 a8 to share in the
cortaln profita of the new lines, provided
they all are bullt, and none ellminated,
for to clip off here, and add on there, ia
oing to parnlyze the city's chances of
:rlvlnl a good bargain with the man-
agement of the existing trunasit linems.™
